This is the Month,with which,according 
to the univerfal Agreement of our own 
and foreign Nations the Year is fuppofed 
to begin, by the g00d Wifhes and Pre- 
fents that are now circulated amongft 
Mankind, by the Direétion of the Alma- 
nacks, and by the Concurrence of moft 
Chronological Tables: And tho’ lam no 
Pretender to Etymologies, I am far from 
thinking it an improbable Conjecture that 
January has its Name from fanua, be- 
caufe "tis a Gate which opens into the 
Year: Neverthelefs, how is the World

C in the Chronological Way, that it muft e- 


ternally be productive of grofs Anachro- 
nifms; if the Differences be not very 
carefully attended to. ‘That Author, af- 
ter having remarked in his Preface toa 
daily Chronicle and yearly Journal, called, 
The REMEMBRANCER, what Errors 
are owing to the Difference of the old 
and new Stile, and to the Computation of 
the Year°from the 25th of March, gives 
two palpable Inftances of the Confufion 
that attends fuch a Difagreement in Dates. 
He refers his Readers but to two Years 
backward, for three State Papers that 
were then publifhed in one Week with 
three different Denominations of the Year

¢ other Inftance given in the Re- 
grembrancer’s Preface is the epidemical 
Colds that then rcigned in this Part of the 
World, when fomc of our News-Papers 
were dated in 1732 and others in 1733, 
from whence he very juftiy concludes, 
that it will not be ftrange if, hereafter, 
People fhould be in fome Doubt whether 
that Diftemper happened in 1732 or 1733: 
And it witl appear upon Retrofpeétion 
shat there has been the fame Reafon for 


the fame Remarks in the Papers of for- ¢ 


mer Years, printed between New-Tear's- 
Day and Lady-Day. In order therefore 
to preferve an Uniformity fo abfolutely 
neceflary in the Dates of Hiftory ; the 
Remembrancer has becn at the Pains to 
afcertain the Events to a greater Exaét- 
hefs of Time than I have yet fen in any 
Chronology, by reducing the ew Stile 
to the o/d in the Calculation of Days, 
and by conforming with all other Na- 
one in beginning the Year on the Firft of 
wary. 

While L was ruminating on this Sub- 
ject, 1 could not help thinking that ir 
would have contributed not a little to a 
clearer Underftanding of many hiftorical 
Paffages, if all annual Eleétions to Offices 
had been made upon the Firft of Fanua- 
ry: But this only by the Way. I cannot

Aim; Hiftory’ wiil have better Guides, 
and our News-Papers will no longer be 
liable to the Ridicule of being the only 
Papers in the World that have not any 
certain Dates to fhew when ‘they were 
publifhed.

range, that any among usffould be fo 
unjuft to themfelves and their Copaisys as 
to allow that Popifh Prizfts are Apoftolically 
ordained ; when thefe never would allow the 
English Clergy to have a valid Ordination. 1 
think the common Aifent to thei: Claim of 
being a true Church, and .the fatal Conceffion 
that we are to be faved within its Pale, whilt 
they fo ftrenuoufly infift that ali who are 
out of it cannot be faved, are the Arguments 
which have made the greateft Impreffions on 
their new Converts, and I never faw them 
routed or bafiled but when they were denied ; 
the doing of which, and our Ciergy’s thew. 
ing themfelves cordial Friends to their Protef- 
tant difénting Brethren, would firengiten the 
Church of England againtt her Popifh Ens- 
mies, and add Luftre to the Reputation of 
her Clergy ; for it’s an irrefiftible Argument 
with Papijts, thacif the Church of England 
condemns Separation from herfelt, fhe is as 
much condemned for ker own Separation 
from them.

It hath been the Mexic of the Proteflant 
Diffenters, chat they never allow’d the Clerc 
of Rome to be a Trme Church: and ’cis as im- 


F poflible to reconcile the Ideas of a True Church 


and an Idolatrous Church, as the Worfhip of 
God and the Wor/l:sp of Idols. 

It’s inconceiveable with what good Views 
ic could ever be fuggefted, tha®a Church 
may become a Part ot the Confitution with- 
out deriving icfelf from the Laws; and 
fenfelefs is that Reproach, that our Church is 
a Creature of the State, becaule founded in 
the Laws of the Realm; for it’s an illuftri- 
ous Acknowledgement that they exercife 
their Power and Funétions by the willing 
Choice of Mankind, without ufurping on 
the Rights of Nativns, or advancing Claims 
againft the Authouity of the Laws; and 
they may fafely and honeftly maintain, as 
in Faét they Swear, thar Ecciefiafticks of a 
Foreign Growth are not Priefts, &c. to us: 
but that their Function is of itfelf as Local, 
asthe Exescide of it ought to be, And in 

B shis 
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this manner the Englifh Ci may prove 


that none can be admitted in Eeclefiaftical’ 


Charafers here, who are not infticuted to 
fuch Chara&ers by Law. 
Without adhering to this, how are they, 


who call themfelves Bifhops, or Clergy of the 


Nonjuring Church, \efs Bithops than any other 
fo called? For, tfany three or more of the 
deprived Bifhops at the Revolution, did, af 
ter their Deprivation, jlin in prerended Or- 


dinations of Bifhops, Priefts, Gc. how could ° 


thofe, fo ordained, be denied the Right of 
fuch Orders, but by repofing thofe Orders in 
the Law? 

On thefe Principles, that all Chriftians 
havea Right of declaring their own Reli- 
gion, and of appointing their ewn Mini- 
fters, Popery is eafily to be keptout of this 
Country. But if we imagine a corrupt, fu- 
perflitions, and idolatrous Church, can be a 
true Church, and its Orders valid ; if we ‘allow 
they can fave Souls, whilft they mainrain 
that all in our Communion are loft ; if we 
difcourage our Proteftant Brethren profeffing 
Chriftianity under the Protetion of the fame 
Liberty with ourfelves, we fthall do char 
Difhonour to our Church, Injuftice to our 
Clergy, and Servicé to Popery, which will 
be of moft dangerous Confequence.

WhenI fee an Infidel at a Communion-Ta- 
ble, to qualify himfelf for a Place, I can’t 
forbear coupling him with the honeft Gno- 
fticks, who, as St Epiphanius tells us, madeit 
lawful for Men, in cafe of Perfecution, to 
forfwear their Religion, and not caft Pearls 
before Swine, i.e. themfelves before heathen 
Governors.

Suppofe 
I fhould affzrt that Sir R-—— writes or direéts 
all that weekly Trafh and occafional Pam- 
phlets that come out on the Court Side of the 
Queftion, and attack him as the Author of all 
this Stuff ; I could make a Devil of him ei- 
ther in a ferious or ludicrous Way ; and fure I 
have as good a Right to affert this, as he or 
any of his Authors that L. B. or W, P. write 
or direét the Pen of the Craft/mann But if 
the Perfon pointed at fhould be beiieved tobe 
the Author of thofe fine Difcourfes in the 
Craft{man, how could it hurt him?
